GERMAN WAR TROPHIES 


Firearms and Ammunition 
Captured in War Brought 
Here After 5 Years. 


LEGION OFFICER AIDS 


A large consignment of German war 
material captured by American troops 
in France, and later awarded to the 
District of Columbia, has just arrived in 


Washington through the efforts of 
William F, Franklin, adjutant of Cos- 
tello Post of the American Legion. 

For five years, the District’s share of 
captured German ammunition and fire- 
arms, lay at Hoboken, because funds 
had not been provided to bring it to 
the Capital. The various States claimed 
and received their shares. Finally, two 
days before the District allotment would 
have reverted back to the Federal Gov- 
ernment, Adjt. Franklin claimed it in 
the name of the American Legion. 
Funds were advanced by Leon Arnold, 
of this city. The consignment of 
material arrived yesterday. 

In the consignment are 2,238 pieces of 

ammunition and firearms, including 
every type of weapon from handgren- 
ade to field projectiles. Crates, pack- 
ing cases and boxes have been used to 
store the material. At present, they 
are in the District property yard, await- 
ing final disposal, under the care of a

Organization Could Aid Non- 
Partisan Life of U. S., 
He Says. 


FLOOD RELIEF EXPENSE 
LAID TO GOVERNMENT 


Missouri Official Demands 
Laws to Punish Sellers 
of Ballots. 


Mackinac Island, Mich., July 26 (A. 
P.).—A “house of governors,” composed 
of governors from all the United States, 
owmanized to effectively uphold States’ 
rights and to “play a powerful part in 
the nonpartisan political life of the 
country,” was advocated by Gov. Albert 


C. Ritchie, of Maryland, at a banquet 
tonight attended by delegates to the 
annual governor’s conference, 

An organization “on a stronger and 
more comprehensive basis than the 
yearly association meeting with a com- 
petent secretariat and trained assistants 
and adequate facilities” was pictured by 
Gov. Ritchie as an ideal outcome of the 
annual conferences held by the gover- 
nors. 

“It may be true that an organization 
such as we can form would have no 
legally recognized standing; that ways 
and means of mecting its expenses 
would have to be thawed out; that 
Congress and legislatures might ignore 
its efforts; that in the last analysis it 
could only consult, debate and agree or 
differ; but it seems to me that such 
an organization as I suggest, perma- 
nently alert and working to protect the 
true scope and to assert the rightful 
functions of the States themselves 
could not fail to check the modern 
drift to excessive centralization and 
could not fail to be an agency of gov- 
ernment in a very real and high sense,” 
Gov. Ritchie declared. 


State Action Is Desired. 


Strong and effective State action, 
rather than remote and uniform Fed- 
eral action is desired, Gov. Ritchie 
said, and the proposed house of gov- 
ernors—a league of States as he termed 
it, “could so function as to uphold 
State’s rights and could become in ef- 
fect’”’ almost the third house in the re- 
public. 

“Half the issues that now eventuate 
in Federal legislation and Federal bu- 
reaus could and should be handled by 
the States,” the governor asserted, “but 
there is no effective medium by which 
the demands for progressive State ac- 
tion or for uniformity or concord, can 
make themselves felt, except through 
the Federal Government itself or 
through 48 spparate movements in 48 
separate States.” 

Just because an infinite variety of | 
contacts and conflicts are interstate, is | 
no reason why the States should not) 
work them out if they had some organ 
of expression or direction, Gov. 
Ritchie pointed out. 


Banquet Attended by 700. 


Approximately 700. persons, including | 
chief executives and representatives of 
more than a score of States attended 
the banquet which was given by Gov. 
Fred W. Green of Michigan. 

Two national problems came in for 
consideration today by the _ confer- 
ence, the recurring floods in the Mis- 
sissippi River Valley and purity of the 
ballot. 

Gov. John E. Martineau of Arkansas, 
one of the State’s hardest hit by the 
recent flood, gave his fellow execu- 
tives the benefit of his long, intensive 
study of the river situation and Gov. 
Sam Baker of Missouri talked on 
“purity of the ballot and campaign 
and election expenses.”

“I want to impress upon you that 
Mississippi floods can and should be 
controlled and that this is a national 
responsibility, expense of which should 
be borne entirely by the Federal Gov- 
ernment,” said Gov. Martineau. “Local 
committees have done their best. They 
have impoverished themselves in an 
effort to save their homes and have 
failed. Secretary Hoover, who is thor- 
oughly familiar with every phase of 
the present flood as one of the coun- 
try’s most eminent engineers, tells us 
the Mississippi cah be controlled by 
adoption of a bold and proper engi- 
neering plan. Engineers estimate that 
this plan when put into operation will 
not cost more than the Panama Canal. 


“The surplus revenue for the pres- 
ent year would probably take care of 
aJl means necessary to bring about 
flood prevention. Who would object 
to making use of this surplus in this 
way?” 

“If a foreign foe should enter our 
country and kill a single American, the 
whole Nation would be aroused. Yet 
750,000 of our own. citizens have actu- 
ally been driven from their homes and 
their savings of a lifetime taken from 
them by this common: enemy—HMissis- 
sippi flood.” 


S. Must Bear Expense. 


Refund Asked. 


The Arkansas governor recommend- 
ed that the Federal Government either 
pay outright or refund over a long 
period levee taxes needed to care for 
the outstanding bonds used for levee 
construction, placing the amount at 
approximately $50,000,000. 

The Mississippi River situation is the 
“greatest single conservation problem 
ever before any nation,” Gifford 
Pinchot, former Governor of Pennsyl- 
vania, told the conference. 

“It is my honest conviction,’’ he said, 
“that the levees—only policy of the 
Army engineers, who have been work- 
ing on this plan since 1879-—-is the 
most colossal blunder in history. 

“The answer to that policy is the 
disastrous flood of this year. A solu- 
tion of this enormous problem must 
include a continuance of levee con- 
struction, construction of spillways, 
but more important stoppage of the 
flood menace at its source. To deal 
with the Mississippi only in its lower 
regions would be a fatal mistake. 

“We must adopt a plan to reverse 
the present swift course of water from 
the clouds to the ocean, which has 
been brought.about by the destruction

TO GLEAR KIDNAPING 


Leader of Temple Revolt Says 
She Must Before 280 
Will Return. 


ASKS MOTHER’S STORY 


Los Angeles, July 26 (A.P.).—The Rev. 
Gladwyn Nichols, who led a band of 
280 secessionists from Angelus Temple 
two months ago, today declared that 
“Aimee Semple McPherson and her 
mother both have a confession to make 
to the world and I feel they ought to 
make it and get it off their con- 
sciences.”

BY GRAND JURORS 


Inquiry Is Ordered Into the. 


“Violation of Criminal 
Laws Generally.” 


JUDGE ARRANGES PLAN 


FOR CONTINUED SESSION 


Original Documents, Which 
Were Photographed, Found 
in Black Boxes. 


Indianapolis, Ind., July 26 (A.P.).— 


Original documents, from which photo- 


static copies have been made and pre- | 
viously turned over to the authorities, | 
have been found in D. C. Stephenson's | 
black boxes, which he has said contain | 


proof that political graft and corrup- 
tion dominated Indiana politics in re- 
cent years. 

William H. Remy, Marion County 
prosecutor, and his special assistants, 
who passed considerable time today 
studying the material turned over to 
them last week, were responsible for 
the statement that original copies of 
purported contracts and argeements 
had been found in the boxes. 

Meanwhile, the Marion County grand 
jury was wading into a mass of other 
data, having been instructed earlier in 
the day to turn their attention to the 
charges which first were made nine 
months ago by Stephenson through 
Thomas H. Adams, publisher of the 
Vincennes, Ind., Commercial. Until 
today the grand jury—the third to sit 
since the charges first were made—had 
not been instructed to make an in- 
vestigation. 


Jurors May Hold Over. 


Judge James A. Collins, of the 
Marion County Criminal Court, told 
the jurors they should proceed into an 
injuiry “into willful and corrupt mis- 
conduct in public offices of every 
description” as provided by law. The 
grand jury was also instructed to in- 
quire “into the violation of criminal 
laws generally.” 

The material available to the grand 
jury at the present time is that which 
was examined by the two other grand 
juries, and which was impounded by 
Judge Collins when no _ indictments 
were returned. The documents from 
the blgck boxes will not be available 
for several days, he advised the jurors, 
because the prosecutor and his as- 
sistants will meed some time to select 
from them those which they deem of 
value to the inquisitorial body. 

The grand jury is scheduled to ad- 
journ Friday until September 5, but 
Judge Collins paved the way for it to 
continue in session, should he deem 
such a step necessary in pursuing the 
political investigation. He said he and 
the clerk would be available at any 
time the grand jury should desire 
their presence in court. It was said 
today that the jurors would not make 
a decision on that point until Friday. 


Adams Asks Publicity. 


Coinciden* with the developments in 
Indianapolis today, Editor Adams, from 
Vincennes, issued a statement demand- 
ing the publication of all the Stephen- 
son documents. He insisted it was the 
fight of the Indiana newspapers for 
“clean government.” Adams declared 
the first grand jury was organized 
“with the purpose of breaking down 
the probe committee,” of which he Is 
chairman. “The legislature was fixed, 
and everybody knows it,” he added. 

Concerning the Stephenson docu- 
ments, the publisher declared: 

“The documents, the photographs,

Seattle, July 26 (A.2.}.—Declaring 
that “the mystery is far from being 
solved,”’ Mrs. Mabelle Fielder today de- 


clared she would “go to the bottom” 
of circumstances surrounding the death 
of her sister, Miss Violet Maude Payne, 
following an alleged “gin” party on the 
palatial yacht of F. Creigh Nelson, Se- 
attle broker, here last Tuesday night. 

Mrs. Fielder took steps to employ 
Luke 8S. May, Seattle criminologist, in 
her investigation and obtained permis- 
sion from Coroner William J. Jones to 
halt the cremation of her sister’s body. 
She declared she would clear up the 
mystery “if it takes months.” 

A coroner’s jury last night absolved 
four persons of any criminal responsi- 
bility for the death of Mies Payne, a 
dancing and music teacher, with the 
statement that “We find by the evi- 
dence that while not criminally liable, 
FP. Creigh Nelson, Armory F. Bell and 
E. E. Barrington are cowards and 
morally responsible for the death of 
Miss Payne.” 

Bell is the skipper of his yacht, while 
Barrington is bookkeeper of the Seattle 
Yacht Club. Mrs. Winona Gorman, 
who also attended the party, was not 
taken to task by the jury. 

Barrington testified at the inquest 
that the music teacher had fallen on 
the deck of the boat, which was moored 
to the yacht club wharf, and had 
slipped into the water. The men ad- 
mitted that they made no effort to 
rescue the girl, except that Barrington 


but could not locate her. Barrington 
declared that they had agreed to “hush 
up” the affair to avoid any publicity. 
“The examination of the physicians,” 
said Coroner Jones, “showed that Miss 
Payne died from drowning and shock, 
or shock and drowning, just as you 
want to put it.

VIEWS “UNTHINKABLE” 


Senator Declares Attitude on 
Debt Not Held by the 
French People. 


OPPOSES BETTER TERMS 


Senator Smoot, of Ytah, chairman of 
the Senate finance committee and 
member of the Debt Funding Commis- 
sion, in a sharp reply yesterday to M. 
Tardieu, of France, declared the lat- 
ter’s attitude on the French debt set- 
tlement “unthinkable.” yp 

Senator Smoot said he did not believe 
that Tardieu, former high commissioner 
to the United States, who said France 
would not ratify the debt set.vlement 
and that it was dead, represented the 
attitude of the French nation. Senator 
Smoot may take occasion at the next 
session of Congress to reply at length to 
Tardieu and-other French leaders who 
have opposed the settlement and to set 
forjh in detail what he thinks of the 
French opposition to the settlement. 

Senator Smoot is opposed to granting 
France better terms. He sees no pros- 
pect that France will be granted bet- 
ter terms and he declares that Congress 
will not ratify the pending settlement 
until France has acted. Secretary of 
State Kellogg today declined to com- 
ment on the Tardieu views. 

Senator Smoot said: 

“That may be the attitude of Tardieu, 
but I can not believe it represents the 
attitude of the French nation. Some 
Frenchmen, for political reasons, may 
declare themselves for repudiation, but 
I'will not believe that the French peo- 
ple will follow it—at least until there is

some action taken by the French gov- 
ernment. The attitude of Tardieu is 
unthinkable and certainly can be of no 
service whatever to France. There is 
no disposition whatever to change the 
present basis of the settlement. I have 
no doubt that Congress would approve 
the present plan of settlement, al- 
though there are a great many people 
who believe it is altogether too liberal 
and places an uncalled for burden upon 
the American taxpayer.”

Schneider Cup With High- 
Powered Engine. 


MOTOR IS WATER-COOLED 


Lieut. Alford J. Wiiliams, of the 
Navy, is preparing near Garden City, 
Long Island, to regain the seaplane 
speed record taken from America last 
year by Maj. Mario de Bernardi, Royal 
Italian Flying Corps, at Hampton 
Roads, Va., in the Schneider cup race, 
and Navy Department officials are 
watching his preparations with inter- 
est. 


The plane with which he hopes to 


water-cooled motor especially designed 
and developed by the Packard Co. in 
cooperation with the bureau of aero- 
nautics of the Navy, and in power goes 
far beyond any engine known to have 
been built anywhere in the _ world. 
Tests on the dynamometer and in Lieut. 
Williams’ plane have shown that it de- 
velops 1,250 horsepower. 

The plane was built by the Kirkham 
Products Co., of Garden City, Long 
Island, and what speed the motor is 
actually capable of producing will not 
be known until the fiier’s more exten- 
sive program is almost finished. 

The attempt to regain the seaplane 
record is the first step in a series of 
tests for the new motor and plane. The 
speed attined by a seaplane is con- 
sitierable less than that of a landplane 
because of the weight of the pontoons 
necessary to float it, but the new plane 
can be converted readily to a land plane 
by changing the pontoons to wheels. 
An effort to regain for America the 
landplane speed record now held by 
France is also a part of his program. 

The building of the plane was made 
possible by a group of citizens who 
contributed the funds for the project.

MR. TARDIEU AND THE DEBT. 


Andre Tardieu, member of the French cabi- 
net and formerly high commissioner to the 
United States, has given an interview to the 
Nation’s Business in which he states that the 
Mellon-Berenger debt agreement~ will never 
be ratified by France and that eventually there 
will have to be new negotiations. He is quoted 
as follows: 

No French government will ever take 
the responsibility of binding France for 
62 years. Our people would never under- 
stand and our parliament would never ap- 
prove. The debt agreement is dead. 

If it is the great length of time covered by 
the debt agreement that is objectionable to 
France, perhaps the United States could be 
persuaded to reduce the period. But Mr. Tar- 
dieu goes further, and intimates that France 
will object to paying any interest. She does 
not look upon the debt as a financial or com- 
mercial transaction, but as assistance rendered 
While Mr. 
Tardieu does not actually advocate cancella- 
tion of the debt, he seems to think that 
France’s services in the allied cause fully com- 


Apparently it is the intention of Premier 
Poincare to pigeonhole the Mellon-Berenger 
agreement. He has not submitted it-to parlia- 
ment. Mr. Tardieu probably speaks authori-

HENRY FORD'S PLANS. 


That Henry Ford has the most costly as 
well as the most economical organization in the 
world can not be denied. Unquestionably he 
can produce and sell cheaper than any other 
manufacturer of motor cars, or of any other 
commodity. His theory of ‘“‘specialization,’’ 
under which one maa, or one machine, does 
one thing, and one thing only, has been copied 
throughout the world, but no one else has been 
able to operate the theory as successfully as 
Henry Ford himself. Furthermore, no one 
Knows to what height his capital wealth, or 
that of his factories, has mounted. It must he 
in the billions, but beyond that no one is will- 
ing even to guess. 

Yet when Henry Ford is forced to stand 
idly by, under conditions of curtailed or 
estopped production, his vast organization be- 
comes the most expensive in the world. Ob- 
servers in Detroit claim at the present time, 
| for instance, that the inactivity of the Ford 
| factories prior to active production of the new 
| model is costing at least in the neighborhood 
of $1,000,000 a day. The estimate does not 
| 
! 


seem excessive, particularly if one takes into 
consideration the loss of interest on the capital 
investment. 

Yet, so important has Henry Ford become in 
American life, that his inactivity is earning an 
indirect return. Other manufacturers, under 
similar conditions, would be forced to explain 
why they were permitting their plants to idle, 
else they would run’the risk of having public 
misinterpretation ruin their trade prospects. 
Henry Ford, however, says nothing, and in 
saying nothing gains many times the amount 
of publicity that other manufacturers would 
receive through reams of prepared _ state- 
ments. What the new Ford car will be like, 
no one is able to say with even the slightest 
semblance of authority. Yet nearly every 
one has a plausible story to offer, many of 
which: are accorded columns of space in the 
press. 

This much only seems certain—that the new 
Ford will be radically different from the mode] 
T, and that conversion of the factories to pro- 
duce it is costing several kings’ ransoms.. Yet 
it is being talked about and is receiving free 
advertising the like of which no other product 
ever has had before. The $1,000,000 a dav 
cost of conversion is counterbalanced by al- 
most $1,000,000 a day’s worth of free pub- 
licity.

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DEVELOPING HELIUM. 


The United States now has two helium- 
producing plants in active operation. Until 
this week every penny’s worth of the valuable 
gas was manufactured in the Federally op- 
erated plant at Fort Worth, Tex. On Monday 
last, however, a privately owned and operated 
plant located at Dexter, Kans., made its first 
run. Practically its entire output has been con- 
tracted for by the Government for use in 
lighter-than-air craft. 

Helium is extracted from natural gas. Its 
chief virtue lies in the fact that it is non- 
inflammable, for which reason it is particularly 
valuable for replacement of hydrogen in air- 
ships. The Dexter field is regarded as one of 
the richest in the country, and since the United 
States enjoys a monopoly on raw supplies of 
commercially available helium, it is the richest 
in the world. 

Although chief interest of recent weeks has 
been centered in the accomplishments of 
heavier-than-air craft, it should be remembered 
that under certain circumstances the lighter- 
than-air craft is superior to any other. No 
airplane has as yet beaten the mark for sus- 
tained flight established by the dirigible. The 
chief drawback to commercial utilization of the 
latter lies in the fact that, .buoyed up with | 
hydrogen gas, it is in constant danger of catch- 
ing fire. Helium gas obviates this possibility, 
however, and the ship filled therewith can 
cruise over great distances at high or low 
speed without danger of fire. | 
The domestic helium supply places the | 
United States in a peculiarly advantageous situ- 
ation in regard to the development of the air- 
ship. Other nations must depend upon the 
inherently dangerous hydrogen for lifting their 
ships unless they can purchase the safer helium 
from this country. In time of war the ad- 
vantage to the United States would be obvious. 
Even during peace times America, because of 
its supplies of the precious gas, has the jump 
on other nations so far as the possibilities of 
developing the dirigible is concerned.

CAPITALIZING UNREST. | 


Gov. John Hammill of Iowa is at the fore- 
front of the Lowden movement. Speaking at | 
the conference of governors the lowa chief 
executive renewed his frequent demand for 
farm relief. He warned his colleagues that 
otherwise the farmers “would exert their in- 
fluence in the direction which they determine 
to be for their best interests, regardless of 
their past political and economic affiliations.” | 
Viewed in the light of this statement, the Low- 
den movement appears to have as its backbone 
the capitalization of unrest. 

The weapon with which the agricultural in- 
terests intend to strike is the tariff, according 
to Gov. Hammill’s warning. No longer, he 
said, may the mid-West be counted among the 
stalwart supporters of the protective tariff, 
unless that agency of revenue and legislation 
“can be made effective as applied to our main 
cash crops.’ This is no new threat. It has 
been made before in more emphatic and de- 
tailed terms than those used by Iowa’s chief 
executive. Heretofore, it has not been so 
closely linked with Lowden’s ambitions. 

The theory of the agricultural tariff tink- 


plied to their products, they should be de- 
nied to industry generally. Free trade, in 
their opinion, would be better than a tariff 
not generally applied. They are willing to 
subject capital and labor to the strain of cheap 
foreign competition, closing their eyes to the 
fact that depression more widespread than 
their own would result. 

It hardly seems possible that any such falla- 
cious reasoning can be part of any man’s 
presidential aspirations, provided they are 
based on any hope of success. The capitaliza- 
tion of unrest is of itself a poor medium with 
which to appeal to a national electorate. A 
platform that would threaten all industrial 
sections of the Nation with stagnation could 
be nothing but an additional handicap. All 
that such a union could hope to create would 
be a disgruntled third party movement, such 
as Gov. Hammill hinted at in his speech, but 
certainly not one of the force and character 
necessary to carry its champion into the 
White House. 


GERMANY BOOSTS MAIL RATES. 


After August 1 it will cost half again as 
much to mail a letter in Germany. Despite 
almost universal protest, the executive council 
of the government postal department has de- 
cided upon a postal rate increase averaging 
50 per cent, making the German rate the 
highest in all of Europe, and burdening in- 
dustry to the extent of $250,000,000 a year. 

The German posts and telegraph, through 
the provisions of the Dawes plan, is now 
an independent establishment. Thus, in the 
event of a deficit, it is unable to call upon 
the Reichstag for financial assistance. For 
this reason, the management feels that it is 
necessary to increase revenues so that a sur- 
‘plus may. be built up, and although the postal 
department last year cleared more than $30,- 
000,000, as shown by official statistics, the 
rate increase was decided upon.

R. R. F. METCALFE gives us the 
following advice as to the treat- 


D ment of snake bite: 


First, if it can. be done in a moment, 
decide whether the snake was poisonous 
or not. 

Second, make a cross slash through 
the wounds made by the fangs of the 
Snake. There are two of these fang 
punctures,’ and the slash must run 
through both. It should be one-eighth 
to one-quarter of an inch deep and one- 
half inch long. It is well to cross this 
with a slash of about the same length 
and depth. These slashes can be made 
with a razor or with a pocket knife, a 
pieces of glass, or the edge of a tin can. 
While a razor blade is preferable, no 
time should be wasted waiting for one. 

Third, promote bleeding and oozing 
by sucking the wound and squeezing it, 
or by cupping it when that is possible. 
A cup or glass and a piece of burning 


paper can be used to improvise a cup- 
ping apparatus. 


Fourth, inject some 1-to-3,000 per- 
manganate of potassium solution into 
the wound. If one is at hand, inject the 
solution into the wound and tissues 
around the wound with a hypodermic 
syringe. If no syringe is at hand, wash 
the wound with the solution. If noth- 
ing else is instantly available, put 
crystals of permanganate into the 
wound. The drawback to treatment 
with crystals is that infection and 
death of the local tissues and even 
nearby muscle and bone may follow. 
However, that preferable to dying 
all over.

Fifth, throw a tourniquet around the 
limb, if the bite was on a limb. Apply 
the tourniquet above the knee or el- 
bow; it accomplishes very little if ap- 
plied to any limb in a zone where there 
are two or more bones. 

If no tourniquet is at hand, one can 
be improvised out of a handkerchief or 
necktie, a towel, or even some part of a 
garment such as a sleeve. The tourni- 
quet must be made tight. It is left on 
for thirty minutes and then released for 
five minutes; then reapplied for thirty 
minutes and released for five, and then 
reapplied. About one and a half hours 
is long enough. The idea is not to 
cause death of the parts, but to prevent 
absorption in part. The absorption that | 


occurs is during these five-minute pe- | 
riods spaced thirty minutes apart. This | 
spares the nerve and heart from an | 
overwhelming dosage of poison. 

Sixth, inject antibenim. I am glad to 
say these products are at least avail- 
able in America.

Whatever else the bill may have done 
that is wise, it has poisoned the bread 
of industrial peace, and no one can say 
when it can be safely eaten again.

MEDAL 


Studded Maltese Cross 
to Be Gift of League 
Here Aug. 2. 


HICAGO, July 26 (A.P.).—Billy 
Evans, who umpired the first 
major league ball game which 

Walter Johnson pitched, was chosen to- 
day to umpire the game August 2, at 
Washington, when the Capital and the 
American League will formally observe 
the twentieth anniversary of Johnson’s 
debut in the big leagues. 

The league will present Johnson a 
medal in the shape of a maltese cross 
studded with 20 diamonds, President 
Ban Johnson said today. 

“There never has been a player who 
reflected greater credit on baseball than 
Walter Johnson,” President Johnson 
said. “In his 20 years in major league 
baseball he never has had an argu- 
ment with an umpire and has never 
been put out of a ball game.” 


The erection of a polished granite 
shaft, surmounted by a sun dial and 
bearing a bronze tablet, was decided 


of the Walter 
testimonial, 
one of baseball's greatest pitchers.

In design the testimonial shaft 
will be similar to the Archie Butts 
memorial on the Ellipse, in the 
rear of the White House. It will 
be placed within the turnstiles at 
the Clark Griffith Stadium as a 
lasting mark of the esteem and 
admiration the fans have for 
Walter Johnson.

REDUCTION IN ELECTRIC 
RATE EXPECTED IN 1926 


Fisher, of Utilities Board, 
Believes 6-Cent Rate 
Is Likely. 


LONGER PERIOD OF GRACE 


Reduction of the primary household 
rate for electric current sold by the 
Potomac Electric Power Co. to 6 cents 
per kilowatt hour is expected to be 
effected January 1. It is now 6% cents 
for the first 120 kilowatt hours con- 
sumed each month. 

This formed the gist of a report sub- 
mitted to the Public Utilities Commis- 
sion yesterday by Earl V. Fisher, execu- 
tive secretary of that body. Fisher re- 
ported on the earnings of the company 


for the first six months of the ‘calendar | 
year, which exceeded the net earnings | 


for the same period in 1926 by $250,000, 


despite the reduction in rates last Jan- | 


uary. 

It was indicated, the report said, that 
earnings for the twelve months of 1927 
would exceed a 7 per cent return on 
fair value by $750,000. Under the con- 
sent agreement of 1924 this means that 
half this sum, or not less than $350,- 
000 will be available for further rate re- 
duction. 

When last year’s reduction was dls- 
cussed it was suggested that 6 cents 
be fixed as the primary kilowatt hour 
price for household current, known as 
schedule A, but President William F. 
Ham, president of the company, wanted 
the household rate reduction to extend 
no further than 6% cents and other 
schedules were included in the revision. 

Fisher said in his.report that he 
thought it likely the 6-cent rate would 
be deemed reasonable in January. 

Ham wrote Ralph B. Fleharty, 
people’s counsel of the Public Utilities 
Commission, that the Potomac Electric 
Power Co. would, January 1, consent to 
increase the period within which con- 
sumers of current may pay monthly 
bills from ten to fifteen days. 


The letter said that ten days is the | 


usual period of grace for the discount- 
ing of bills in other cities, but that 
conditions in Washington, where the 
Government pays twice monthly to a 
large percentage of the population, 
warrant a longer period here. 

“We therefore think that there is 
merit in your suggestion and are will- 
ing to recommend this change in our 
regulations to the commission «t the 
end of the year when our rates auto- 
matically change,” said the letter.
